JEFFERSON CITY, June #4. — 
Conviction of Thomas K. Shelby, 
former cashier of the defunct Com- 
mercial Bank of Wellsville, Mont- 
gomery County, of a charge of re- 
ceiving deposits when he knew the. 
bank was in a failing condition, was 


reversed today by the Missouri Su- 
preme Court, and a new trial or- 
dered, in a decision overturning a 
39-year-old precedent of the court. 

The ruling reversed a line of de- 
cisions extending back to . 1894 
which approved a form of jury in- 
struction on a provision of the law 
involved in such charges, that fail- 
ure of a bank shall be prima facie 
evidence of knowledge on the part 
of a bank officer that the bank was 
in failing condition when the de- 
posit was received. 

This law was repealed by the 
1931 Legislature, but the repeal took 
piace after the time of the offense 
charged against Shelby. Gov. Park 
recommended re-enactment of the 
law to the 1933 Legislature, but the 
bill failed of passage. 

The instruction, heretofore ap- 
proved by the court, informed the 
jury that the evidence described in 
the law as prima facie must pre- 
vail, unless the contrary is proved 
by the defense.

BARNSTABLE, Mass., June 24— 
Kenneth Buck was convicted to- 
night by a jury of kidnaping 10-year 
old Margaret (“Peggy”) McMath 
and the extortion of $60,000 ransom 
from her parents. He was sen- 
tenced immediately to not less than 
24 years or more than 25 years in 
state prison. His brother Cyril, 
with whom he had been jointly on 
trial, was acquitted. 

The verdict was returned by a 
jury of Cape Cod landsmen in Barn- 
stable Superior Court after nearly 
seven hours of deliberation during 
which time the jury returned to the 
courtroom twice to receive addi- 
tional instructions from Judge Ed- 
ward F. Hanify. 

Judge Hanify, after hearing a 
plea from Elias Burwick, counsel 
for Kenneth, for a mild sentence 
and the request from District <At- 
torney William C. Crossley that the 
‘maximum be imposed, handed the 
jorder of sentence to the Clerk of 
court. Burwick told the Judge he 
wished a new trial because of new 
evidence. The Judge did not re- 
ply, however. 

Kenneth Buck Breaks Down. 

Kenneth, who had wept during 
previous appearance in court, stood 
up firmly as he heard the sentence 
pronounced. Later, however, after 
handcuffs were slipped over his 
wrists and he was led from the 
Court-house, he broke into tears 
and had to be almost carried by 
the deputies who had him in 
charge. 

Mrs. Bertha Buck, mother of the 
men, collapsed on hearing the sen- 
tence as did Mrs. Albert Chase, a 
sister. They were led froin the 
courtroom. 

Cyril, who had acted as go-be- 
tween for his brother, Kenneth, and 
Neil C. McMath, father of the child, 
smiled slightly when he heard the 
verdict of acquittal. A few min- 
utes later, however, he leaned over 
the back of his seat and kissed hir 
wife and mother, both of whom 
had been in the courtroom every 
day since the trial opened June 12. 

Cyril Poses for Pictures. 

Willard Carleton, attorney for 
Cyril, moved that his client be dis- 
missed immediately after the ac- 
quittal was announced. Cyril 
walked from the courtroom with 
his wife, posing with her for pho- 
tographers. 

The brothers went on trial two 
weeks ago. In his closing argu- 
ment District Attorney William C. 
Crossley asked the jury to find 
the brothers equally guilty of the 
crime. 

Counsel for Kenneth Buck em- 
phasized Kenneth’s’. contentions 
that a Hyannis bootlegger known 
as Bill was the mind behind the 
crime. Willard Carleton, Cyril's 
counsel, said ‘that even Neil C. Mc- 
Math, father of the child, had faith 
in Cyril at the time Cyril acted as 
go-between for the kidnapers in the 
collection of the ransom. and that 
he still retained it. | 

Story of the Crime. 

The crime for which the brothers 
were tried, attracted national . at- 
tention. “Peggy” was kidnaped 
from the Harwich Center School 
at 2:30 p.m. on May 2 by a’ man 
who had telephoned the school say- 
ing. he was the child's’ father, a 
former Detroit engineer who: is 
now employed as a boat-builder at 
Harwichport, and was sending a 
car for his daughter. :

LONDON, June 24—a movement 
for an international accord to raise 
prices in harmony with the Ameri- 
crn -recovery program was under 
way in the world economic confer 
ence tonight as Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull assailed the sources of 
suggestions that internal and inter 
governmental schemes of action 
were in conflict. 
As a result of this week's serious 
rift over monetary stabilization and 
French charges that the United 
States was blocking agreement here 
in order to help its own ‘domestic 
campaign against the depression 
Secretary Hull again defended his 
government’s position in @ state 
ment to the press. 
There was “no basis and no logic” 
in the thought that America’s do- 
mestic plans are incompatible with 
international efforts to halt the 
crisis, Hull declared. : 
From the American viewpoint, he 
said, there was only one way the 
conference could go now and that 
was in the direction of world-wide 
co-operation to restore price levels. 
Stabilization in Background. 
Early talk of de facto stabiliza- 
tion of the dollar convinced the 
American delegates that such a 
move would undermine American 
markets at this time and defeat the 
recovery efforts originating at 
Washington. . Therefore a program 
to initiate a worldwide campaign 
for credit expansion and the launch- 
ing of.public works will be pressed 
by the American group in the hope 
that stabilization may usefully be 
set as an objective some time in the 
future. 
Difficulties in the way of an 
agreement on such problems as 
trade barriers while the leading 
world currencies, the American and 
the British, are off the gold stand- 
ard, thus leaving international come 
merce with an uncertain measuring 
stick, are recognized by Hull and 
his colleagues, but the American 
view is that these problems must 
be solved simultaneously.

BERLIN, June 24.—German offi- 
cials and the press today assailed 
the Versailles Treaty and demanded 
on the basis of yesterday's re- 
ported “handbill raid” by foreign 
airplanes that Germany be given 
the right to’ self-protection in the 
air. 

Wilhelm Goering, Minister of 
Aviation in the Hitler cabinet, an- 
nounced a decision to place an im- 
mediate order for the construction 
of two fast police scouting planes. 

The government, it was stated by 
Erhard Milch, Prussian State Sec- 
retary for Aviation, attaches the 
most serious importance _to the 
“Communist handbill air-raid.” 

Either one or two biplanes, Milch 
said, passed over Berlin at an alti- 
tude of 10,000 feet, so nearly hid- 
den by clouds that they could not 
be seen from below, while at the 
same time rifts in the clouds en- 
abled the flyers to reconnoiter the 
city with exactness. 

“Germany is the only country 
which has not the possibility of 
protecting herself in the air,” said 
Milch. “If armed police planes had 
been available yesterday it would 
have been easy to compel the for- 
eign planes to land just before 
crossing the frontier.” 

Planes Reported Elsewhere. 

The “handbill raid,” he said, justi- 
fied Germany’s demand for arms 
equality. 

Unidentified planes were reported 
yesterday also at Kottbus, Weimar 
and Mannheim. That the flyers 
at Berlin must have had excellent 
technical equipment for judging 
the velocity and direction of air 
currents would appear from the 
fact that handbills ,thrown from 
such height landed inh” govern- 
ment quarter centering around the 
‘Wilhelmstrasse and Alexander 
Platz where, at the same hour, 
Communists were throwing hand- 
bills from a skyscraper. 

Requests for the text of these 
handbills were declined by the gov-' 
‘ernment on the ground it did not 
desire to give publicity to an in- 
sult. 

Political circles are convinced 
that the “handbill raid” will form 
an important topic for discussion 
at Geneva next week and aiso at 
meetings during “aviation week, 
which begins in Germany tonight, 
especially during the observance 
throughout the nation on June 28 
of “Versailles Treaty day.” 

New Government Decrees. 

Meanwhile the government pro- 
gram for all embracing control of 
the life of the nation developed 
itself in various directions. 

The Christian trade unions 
throughout the Reich were taken 
over by authorities. 

A decree was promulgated by the 
Berlin cabinet under direction of 
Chancellor Hitler providing that 
' Reichstag members may no longer 
avail themselves of the immunity 
claim while the parliamentary body 
is not in session. This enactment 
set aside Section 37 of the Con- 
stitution. a" 

Another decree by the govern- 
ment stipulated that an official 
could be retired on pension before 
he had reached the age for retire- 
ment. In political quarters it was 
thought that this prepared the way 
for the retirement of Heinrich 
Sahm, the Lord Mayor of Berlin, 
who is not a National Socialist, to 
make place for Commissioner Julius 
Lippert, a Hitlerite. 

Hugenberg Said to Have Quit. 

According to the most reliable 
sources, Dr. Alfred Hugenberg, Min- 
ister of Economics and Agriculture 
in the Hitler Cabinet, presented 
his resignation today to President 
Von Hindenburg. 

Dr. Hugenberg, former leader of 
the Nationalist party, had been at 
odds with the Nazi Government for 
some months and his resignation 
had long been forecast. 

Dr. Bernhard Rust, Prussian 
Commissioner for Education and 
Culture, in dedicating a normal 
school at Lauenburg today, an- 
nounced it was the Government's 
intention to establish “reiche uni- 
versities on the lines of Oxford and 
Cambridge” for the purpose of 
training the nation's future leaders. 

The concentration camps for po 
litical prisoners were swelled by the 
arrests of hundreds of Socialist

. est political group in Germany.

“So far as America is 
concerned,” Senator Couzens said, 
“between the time of the calling of 
the conference and the present, a 
nationalistic economic program has 
been developed which seems to in- 
dicate that internationalism will 
conflict quite severely with our na- 
tional economic program. If my 
analysis is correct we cannot carry 
through both programs. Sooner or 
later in the conference we shall 
have to decide which program we 
aré going to follow.” 

The same day London newspapers 
and members of other delegations 
asserted that the Americans were 
divided into two camps over inter- 
nal and international policy. On 
Tuesday Secretary of State Hull as- 
serted that the American delegation 
was a unit “as to its comprehensive 
functions.” 7 

Waiting for Moley. 

The entire conference is looking 
forward to the arrival next week 
of Raymond Moley, Assistant Sec- 
retary of State and President 
Roosevelt's special envoy. Moley 
will bring latest reports to ‘the 
American delegation as to how the 
home program is going. 

It was made clear by authorita- 
tive sources, however, that the As- 
sistant Secretary was not bringing 
radically new directions for the 
American group. He will stay at 
the American Embassy and this is 
regarded as an indication that he 
will keep in the background. 

Recess Over Week-End. 

The American deiegates are 
spending a quiet week-end, most 
of them in the London Hotel head- 
quarters where Hull and James M. 
Cox are preparing for next week's 
new developments. 

Several European representatives 
had time to go home. Georges Bon- 
net, the French Finance Minister, 
went to face a demand in Pariia- 
ment that the conference adjourn 
owing to lack of a stabilization 
pact. 

The currency stabilization con- 
troversy has been the most serious 
problem of the week involving the

Program Still Pending. 


In calling attention to these 
facts today, officials of the recov- 
ery administrations pointed out 
that the public works program, un- 
der which $3,300,000,000 is to be 
spent, has not yet been launched;

“Without Reference to 
Party” Discarded.

WASHINGTON, June, 24.—The- 
ory and practice are contrasted 
sharply in the public announcement 
this week that the state public 
works administrators will be ap- 
pointed “without reference to po- 


litical affiliations” and the actual 
instructions sent out that all candi- 
dates for administrater and depu- 
ties must have the indorsement of 
the Democratic organizations of 
their respective states. | 

Secretary of the Interior Ickes, 
who also is chairman of the spécial 
board for public works, announced 
Thursday that no state administra- 
tors would be appointed until Presi- 
dent Roosevelt returned from his 
holiday. This probably will be 
early next month. 

The special board, in an an- 
nouncement Thursday about state 
administrators, said: 

“The administration has set high 
standards for the state administra- 
tors. An outstanding man in each 
state, who has no professional or 
business connections that would 
subject him’to a conflict of inter- 
ests, represents the type of admin- 
istrator that is desired. 

“Appointments will be made on 
the basis of character and ability 
without reference to political af- 
filiations.” 

The present plans for State pub- 
lic works organization call for an 


|}administrator who shall be an en- 


gineer; a legal associate who shall 
be skilled in municipal law and 
procedure, and a financial associate 
to look aftef the accounting. These 
three officials are to be paid by 
the Federal Government. In addi- 
tion there will be an advisory com- 
mittee of three prominent persons 
serving without pay. 

It was learned on reliable author- 
ity today that snortly after the 
industrial recovery bill was ap- 
proved by the President, the admin- 
istration had the names of 47 State 
directors ready for announcement. 
Politicians had not been consulted 
about these desirable appointments, 
and they naturally howled. The 
list was hastily discarded, and the 
politicians were informed that their 
views about appointees would be 
welcomed. 

According to word now going out, 
not only the applicants for the 
administratorships and associate 
jobs must have the indorsement of 
the local organizations, but also 
those persons who will be asked 
to serve in payless advisory ca- 
pacities. 

The national industrial recovery 
act appropriated $3,300,000,000 for 
public works. The expenditures of 
a great deal of this amount will be 
under the supervision of the State 
adminitsraters. That accounts for 
the promptness of the politicians in 
serving notice that they must be 
consulted on appointments. Too 
much possible patronage is involved 
to have this supervision in the 
hands of men appointed “without 
reference to political affiliations.” 


TWO LINEMEN ELECTROCUTED 
ONE IN ATTEMPTING RESCUE 


Workers Meet Death on Pole Near 
Basco, Ill...

CARTHAGE, Iil., June 24.—Two 
men working on a_ transmission 
line were electrocuted, one of them 
dying when he tried to rescue hig 
fellow worker atop a pole near Bas- 
co, Ill, late yesterday.

The victims 
were Raymond Ashford, 39 years 
old, of Jerseyville, and Herbert A.

Lloyd George Puts It Up 
To Roosevelt to Make 
A Go of the London Conference 


— 


Briton Says President Won Election on Lower } 
Tariffs, and World Is Expectantly Waiting | 
for Characteristic Bold Action From Him. 


By DAVID LLOYD GEORGE. 
(Copyright, 1933.) 

LONDON, June 24.—The propo- 
gal of a definite percentage cut in 
tariffs and reduction of other trade 
restrictions had the effect for 24 
hours of converting a faint hope 
into an exhilarating challenge . to 
the World Economic Conference. 

The suggestion was not in itself 
startling, but those who had wad- 
ed through pages of slosh in the 
hope of finding a nugget were glad 
to light on this particle of comfort. 

If it did not contribute substan- 
tially, it might lead to something 
better if the conferees really meant 
business. : 

And now we are told that after 
all it was only a pebble dropped at 
random by some irresponsible per- 
son or persons. . ; 

Then also we hear that President 
Roosevelt has turned down the 
financiers on the question of sta- 
bilization. In the first week, there- 
fore, the world drew a blank. 

Looking for Guidance. 

We have 66 nations who have 
been sitting in council at London 
for two weeks to discuss how the 
world is. to be saved from chaos. 
They know that the eyes of the 
world are upon them and that the 
hopes of the world are in their 
keeping. 

Thirty millions of unemployed, 
weary of the dragging round after 
a job that can’t be found, and of 
shambling home with nothing but 
despair for news, have committed 
their case to this conference. 

Countless business men, indus- 
trialists and financiers, sinking 
deeper and deeper into the quag- 
mire of bankruptcy, stretch out 
their arms for rescue. 

Bewildered statesmen and politi- 
cians, dazed by responsibilities 
heavier than they can shoulder, 
look piteously to the conference 
for light and guidance. 

They have some hope that its 
collective wisdom might beget the 
leadership which they cannot fur- 
nish, and that its authority might 
compel the action which they are 
individually afraid to take. 

The goodwill of the world to the 
conference has been all a question. 
But to speak frankly, its hope was 
stronger than its expectations, for 
the world has had some previous 
experience with these ecumenical 
councils and knows to its sorrow 
how little of the wisdom displayed 
in their speeches and resolutions is 
ever translated afterwards into 
bold, constructive activity. 

Six and Eleven Years Ago. 

Eleven years ago I represented 
Great Britain as its principal dele- 
gate at a great international con- 
ference at Genoa, and the resolu- 
tions then adoputed for stabiliza- 
tion of national currencies, the bal- 
ancing of budgets, the removal of 
artificial restrictions on exchange, 
and the co-ordination of central 
bands throughout the world in or- 
der to maintain international finan- 
cial stability, read still as though 
they might have been drafted by 
the present London conference. 

Had they been acted upon in 1922 
and in the following years we never 
would have reached the present 
state of confusion. ‘ 

It is one thing for representatives 
to sign a protocol, and quite another 
for nations and governments to 
unite in common action for the gen- 
eral good. 

Six years ago there was another 
economic conference at Geneva. 
There, too, the discussions which 
took place and the resolutions which 
were adopted showed the clearest 
sort of good sense and understand- 
ing of what ought to be done. 

It reaffirmed all the warnings of 
Genoa about unstable currencies, 
and artificial restrictions to trade, 
and gave sound advice. 

But it was not heeded. Curren- 
cles wobbled more than ever, and 
barriers were built higher than 
ever. 

The chaos, misery and ruin of the 
world today are the result of defy- 
ing all the counsel tendered it by all 
the experienced men who deliberat- 
ed on its plight. 

The Universal Question. 

The universal question {s whether 
the conference now in progress will 
follow its predecessors by 
seeds whi

pass away after planting a series of

The delegates would dislike going 
home to report to those who sent 
them that they had accomplished 
nothing. They might therefore be 
tempted to rig up some sham of 
achievement. That has been done 
too often and ought not to be tol- 
erated this time. 

We all feel that this time there 
must be real solutions, or the world 
will havé to be told frankly that 
none had beén found and that 
consequently éach country must 
shift for itself. 

Opening Not Reassuring. 

The opening speeches were not 
reassuring. 

Prime Minister MacDonald was 
as vague and diffuse as ever in 
his address from the chair. That 
surprised and disappointed no one. 
Concrete suggestions are not in his 
line of oratory. He wisely left the 
actualities to his Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. 

Chancellor Chamberlain content- 
ed himself by stating his position 
and did so with his usual clarity 
and precision. 

But he didn’t seem to think it 
necessary at this stage to commit 
himself to any definite propositions. 

All the other speakers also care- 
fully shunned every attempt at pro- 
posing remedies. There was a good 
deal of agreement in a general way 
about the causes of the present dis- 
tress, but so far no one had sub 
mitted any plans for the construc- 
tion of a road out of the jungle. 

But there were indications in ern- 
phasis, rather than in expression, of 
serious divergencies in outlook and 
aim. 


On Question of Currency. 

On the question of currency some 
clearly wanted the gold standard 
and some definitely did not. Some, 
like Britain, would like to return 
to it, but dare not. Finance would 
like it, but industry would not al- 
low it. Bankers and industrialists 
are preparing to fight it out. 


In 1925 the industrialists were 
caught napping and the bankers 
flayed their business with a golden 
knife. This time they are wide- 
awake keeping a vigilant and sus- 
picious eye on the secret conclaves 
of the big bankers going on in a 
parlor of the Bank of England. If 
there is an attempt to maneuver 
Britain back to the gold standard 
there will be a first-class row. 

Neville Chamberlain knows that. 
Consequently in his address he was 
very non-committal, conditional and 
remote on the question of a return 
to the gold standard. 

Mr. Roosevelt seems to be equally 
distrustful of the gold magnates. 
They let America down badly and 
he is in no hurry to give them an- 
other chance. 

There are-also advocates of silver 
at the conference. Wise men of 
the East are on that side. 

Some countries are in such straits 
that it is a matter of no conse 
quence to them whether the world 
is on or or off gold. 

The cry is: Silver and gold have 
we none, but such products as we 
have we offer you if you will only 
take them. : 

Under these conditions it will not 
be easy to stabilize currency, and 
unless this is done commerce will 
continue to be paralyzed.

James L. Wren, St. Louis lawyer 
and former member of the Legis- 
lature, must go to trial charged 


with fraudulently accepting money 

upon his assertion he could get a 

man a job in the St. Louis Police 
ent. 

The Missouri Supreme Court so 
ruled today, reversing the St. Louis 
Circuit Court, which quashed an 
indictment and ordered Wren dis- 
charged on the ground that the in- 
dictment did not allege misrepre- 
sentation of an existing fact but 
only a promise to do something in 
the future. This, the Circuit Court 
held, did not come under the stat- 
ute prohibiting acceptance of 
money under false pre 8. 

The Supreme Court on was 
on an application by the Circuit At- 
torney of St. Louis for a writ of 
error—in effect an appeal. 

Wren was indicted on a charge 
of feloniously obtaining $175 from 
Ralph Woods, a street car employe, 
in May, 1930, on an alleged repre- 
gentation by Wren that he had in- 
fluence with the St. Louis Board of 
Police Commissioners and could get 
Woods a job as a policeman. 

Commissioner James A. Cooley, 
who wrote the opinion adopted by 
Division No. 2 today, held that the 
indictment charged facts sufficient 
to constitute an offense under the 
law, and that the lower court erred 
in quashing the indictment. All of 
the Judges in the division con- 
curred.

properly quashed the indictment.

Under U. S. Control Act. 


A conference to discuss the pol- 
icy of the State as to application 
of its anti-trust Jaws to industries 
operating under a code of fair 
practices approved by the national 
industrial recovery administration 
has been arranged with Attorney- 
General McKittrick and Gov. Park 
by a sub-committee of the Associat- 
ed Industries’ Industrial Recovery 
Conference Committee. The meet- 
ing will be at Jefferson City Fri- 


day. 

The industrial control act, effec- 
tive for two years unless the Pres- 
ident proclaims the emergency end- 
ed before that time, provides that 
any action complying with a code 
of fair practices approved by. the 
Federal administrator shall be ex- 
empt from the provisions of the 
anti-trust laws of the United States 
as long as the act is in effect and 
for 60 days thereafter. 

Situation Common to Every State. 

It is obvious to industrialists, how- 
ever, that organization of industry 
under the industrial control act 
will be difficult without infraction 
of State anti-trust laws, a situa- 
tion common to every state. : 

Some are of the opinion a spe- 
cial session of the Legislature must 
be called in order to amend stat- 
utes conflicting with privileges ac- 
corded by Federal law and regula- 
tion. Others are hopeful it will be 
found, when more complete infor- 
mation is forthcoming from Wash- 
ington, that no revision of ‘State 
laws is necessary. 

An expression of policy was re- 
quested of McKittrick last week by 
St. Louis, milk producers and dis- 
tributers who wish to enter into 
an agreement regulating trade 
practices and tending to control 


wholesale and retail prices under) 


the agricultural adjustment act.. 
Wants to Study Laws First. 
The Attorney-General said he 
wished to study the new Federal 
legislation and confer with admin- 
istrators of the laws and with Gov. 
Park before deciding on any policy 
“as to how far we will go in sus- 
pending operation of the state law.” 
He said the course of his depart- 
ment “in individual cases would be 
determined under such a policy, by 
the specific terms of any price-fix-, 
ing agreements entered into in Mis- 
souri and affecting practices within 
Missouri.” 


Sample Code Prepared for Guid- 
ance of Industries. 

A bulletin containing a sample 
code of fair competition required 
under the industrial control act, 
and an explanation ‘of requirements, 
has been prepared by the Indus- 
trial Recovery Service Bureau of 
the Industrial Club and the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

“The code,” it is explained, “is 
merely a suggestion made in 
answer to the many calls for help 


jin code preparation which we have 


received, and is subject to varia- 
tions. to fit industries of varying 
types.”’ 

Only one code will be filled at 


5; Washington for each industry but 


individuals and sectional organiza- 
tions of an industry are being en- 
couraged to draft sample codes 
so the national organizations may 
use them as suggestions, 

The bureau also has prepared a 
check-list of items to be considered 
by code makers to minimize the 
chance of overlooking necessary 
points. The list was compiled at 
Washington after examination of 
102 codes filed in recent years with 
the Federal Trade Commission.

BERLIN, June 24:—The Rev. 
Friedrich von Bodelschwirigh, los- 
ing his fight with Chancellor Hit- 
ler’s German Christians, handed in 
his resignation today to the Evan- 
gelical Council as Protestant 
Reichs-Bishop. 

His action follewed the appoint- 
ment of a State Commissioner for 
the Protestant churches in Prus- 
sia, by far the'largest German 
State. 

Dr. Von Bodelschwingh made the 
following statement: 

“Through the appointment of a 
State Commissioner for all the Pro-. 
testant churches in Prussia, I no 
longer have any possibility of ex- 
ecuting the office conferred upon 
me. This necessitates my return- 
ing the commission entrusted to me 
by the Evangelical Church Union.” 

The appointment of Dr. August 
Jaeger as commissioner for Protest- 
ant churches in Prussia, was an- 
nounced earlier today by Bernhard 
Rust, Prussian Commissioner for 
Education: and Culture. 

Dissolves Church Councils. 

Dr. Jaeger soon after his ap- 
pointment announced the dissolu- 
tion of every local Protestant 
Church Council] in the state. He 
also removed from office the vice 
president of the evangelical su- 
preme council, Dr. Mundt, and the 
general superintendent of the Bres- 
lau District, Dr. Schian Wells, 
chief officers of the Protestant 
Press Association. 

New Protestant Press executives, 
Dr. Hans Mueller and Max Greve- 
meyer, were named. They issued 
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scheme of “a national church with 


Hitler's subordinate. 
“The German Protestant Church, 
except for some clergymen in South 
German states, had been openly 
opposed to the Republic and, par- 
ticularly in Prussia, was a rallying 
point for restoration of the mon- 
archy. But now with the Nazis 
advocating their subordination to 
the Hitler regime, they have turned 
to appeals for liberalism. 
. Protests in Vain. 
Commissioner Rust notified the 
Prussian United Church Conference 
at Eisenach yesterday that its de- 
cisions would no longer have any 
binding character. . Today the con- 
ference protested against this rul- 
ing and the appointment of Dr. 
Jaeger, asserting the Government 
was seeking to make Protestantism 
conform to the leadership of the 
Nazi German Christians. 
Dr. Von Bodelschwingh’s resigna- 
tion, a month after his selection, 
raised the question of whether it 
would upset the program for uni- 
fication of Protestant churches. 
Unless non-Nazi church members 
present a stronger front than is dis- 
cernible at this time, observers 
said, Hitler’s candidate, the Rev. 
Ludwig Mueller, will become 
Reichsbishop. He was the defeat- 
ed choice of the Nazi German Chris- 
tians when Dr. Von Bodelschwingh, 
non-political candidate, was elected 
by 29 Protestant church groups, 
May 27. 


The German Christians held their 
first. convention early this year in 
Berlin where they organized a cam- 
paign to make radical reforms in 
the church and bring it under the 
control of the State. One of their 
projects was to eliminate the Old 
Testament because of its connec- 
tion with the Jewish religion and 
to develop a religion embracing 
Teutonic ‘heroes of mythology. 

The Government allowed the 
churches a free hand, however, in 
carrying out the unification pro- 
gram. Hermann Kapler, president 
of the German Church Union, and 
two advisers received full powers 
to conduct negotiations. They in- 
sisted the church must remain in- 
dependent of the state and pointed 
to Chancellor Hitler’s speech be- 
fore the Reichstag in March as a 
promise that this policy would be 
followed.

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Penalties of $177,171 Saved 
With Five More Days of 
Grace Remaining. 


Five days remain for payment of 
delinquent real estate and personal 
property taxes without penalty, un- 
der a new law. After next Friday 
and for the remainder of this year 
a graduated scale of reduced penal- 
ties will apply. 

In the last week St. Louis: taxpay- 
ers have paid $1,386,934 in delin- 
quent taxes without penalty, taking 
advantage of the new law. In pay- 
ing they saved $177,171 in penalties. 
In the three hours for which Col- 
lector Koeln’s office at City Hall 
was open yesterday, $77,162 in back 
taxes were paid, with a saving of 
$11,133 in penalties. 

Unpaid taxes are placed on the 
back tax list March 1 each year. 

March 1 the amount of delin- 
quenty in St. Louis was $15,882,442. 
From March 1 to June 16 payments, 
with the usual penalties added, 
amounted to only $357,028. On May ‘ 
29 the Public Service Co. tendered 
its 1932 taxes, $552,260. This was 
accepted, subject to application of 
the new law. Since the law became 
operative here this payment has 
been credited and the company has 
saved $44,180 in penalty. Other tax-., 
payers in the period from June 17 
to yesterday, paid $834,674 in back 
taxes, saving $132,991 in penalties. 

The oldest bills paid last week 
ran back to 1927 on real estate and 
1925 on personal property. Yester- 
day’s payment of delinquent real 
estate taxes was divided by years 
as follows: 1932, $42,267; 1931, $26,- 
815; 1930, $4626; 1929, $1781; 1928, 
$296. Yesterday’s receipts of per- 
sonal property taxes were divided 
as follows: 1932, $931; 1931, $239; 
1930, $83; 1929, $62; 1928, $28; 1927, 
$7.40; 1926, $8; 1925, $12.90. 

Officials think. some large delin- 
quent tax bills may be paid the 
latter part of this week. Last year, 
in the period between March 1 and 
June 30, delinquent tax collections 
amounted:to $1,843,398. 

During July_and August, under 
the new law, one-fourth of the 
usual penalties will be charged; 
during September and October one- 
half will be charged, and during 
November and December three- 
fourths will be charged. The law is 
state-wide in application, covering 
state, city and school taxes. After 
this year, other new laws somewhat 
reducing the usual penalties on de- 
linquent city and school taxes for 


tive in St. Louis only. 

The Supreme Court ruled in a 
Jasper County case last Friday that 
pending delinquent tax suits will be 
abated if the taxpayer pays the 
taxes during 1933. Where suits for 
back taxes have been filed and the 
taxes are not paid this year, the 
suits can not be taken fo final judg- 
ment until after this year.

‘ Month of 1932. 
An increase in total operating 
revenue and in net income of the 
Missouri Pacific railroad for May, 
1938, over May, 1932, is shown by 
the monthly statement issued yes- 
terday by L. W. Baldwin, presi- 
dent and co-trustee. Total oper- 
ating revenue for last month was 
$5,845,329, as compared with $5,503,-

Despite the improvement in 
May, the comparison for the first 
five months of 1933 shows decreases 
in gross and net revenues as com-.

Ludwig Kotany, treasurer of 
Washington University and writer 
on economics, who died three years 
ago last month, left to his execu- 
tors, and to the Probate Court, a 
problem in economics, which the 
Court solved yesterday, when an 
order for the sale of assets of his 
estate was issued. 

Dr. Kotany’s will made specific 
bequests amounting to $143,000, of 
which $25,000 was left to Washing- 
ton University and $118,000 ° in 
fixed. sums to relatives and other 
persons. The residue of the estate, 
after payment of the $143,000 be- 
quests, was left to two nieces, Mrs. 
Benedict Farrar of St. Louis and 
Mrs. Clarke S. Smith of Los An- 
geles. 

It was evidently Dr. Kotany’s be- 
lief that Mrs. Farrar and Mrs. 
Smith would receive substantin 
amounts, for thé inventory of his 
estate, filed in December, 1930, 
showed a par valuation of $673,000 
for the stocks and bonds compos- 
ing his personal estate, with cash 
and realty bringing the total above 
$700,000. American Woolen com- 
mon stock, Pierce Oil preferred, 
and Mexican bonds were among the 


l, items of the estate. 


In May, 1931, a year after Dr. 
Kotany’s death, application was 
made in Probate Court for an or- 
der of sale of the assets. At that 
time, stock prices were'so low that, 
it was estimated, the sale would 
have realized not much more than 
$100,000. This would have given the 
specific legatees about 70 per cent

There was disorder at a mass 
meeting here tonight at which 
Chancellor. Dolifuss. was the prin- 
cipal speaker. As the Chancellor 
began his opening sentence a So- 
cialist in the audience interrupted, 
shouting: 

“Herr Chancellor: Obey the Con- 
stitution!” 

The interruptor was immediate- 
ly surrounded and badly beaten by 
members of the Heimwehr and oth- 
ers. After 10 minutes of tumult the 
police restored order and Dollifuss 
continued his address. 

The Chancellor said the death 
penalty would be restored in Aus 
tria if necessary to quell the Nazi 
disorders. 

“Bomb throwers and other dis¢i- 
ples of Brutalitiess have guessed 
wrong,” he said. “The government 
has everything that is needed to 
enforce its will and peace loving 
citizens may rest assured that fur- 
ther disorders will be prevented.”

55-YEAR-OLD 
GOLFER WINS 
BRITISH AMATEUR 

CHAMPIONSHIP 


By the Associated Press. 

HOYLAKE, Eng., June 24.—The 
Honorable Michael Scott, at 55 the 
oldest player ever to win the Brit- 
ish Amateur Golf Championship, 
maintained the traditional uncer- 
tainty of this sporting classic by 
decisively beating Thomas A. Bourn, 
a 30-year-old countryman, today, 
4 and 3, in the 36-hole final match. 
_Scott was a champion of Aus- 
tralia when Bourn was,a babe in 
arms. He never had advanced be- 
yond the semi-finals before and 
that happened a dozen years ago. 
The experts figured he should have 
been beaten by any of the young- 
sters he trounced this week, cer- 
tainly by George T. Dunlap Jr. of 
New York, the brilliant American 
youth, who fell before the veteran 
in yesterday's semi-finals. 

But Scott refused to be beaten, 
even though he surprised himself, 
his friends and his opponents. Quiet 
and dignified, in fact introducing 
something of the austere. atmos- 
phere of the House of Lords to 
the Royal Liverpool links, Scott 
played carefully and _ slowly all 
week. His correct and quite fault- 
less style was rewarded by a tri- 
umph such as no man his age ever 
achieved before. Away back in 
1902, Charles Hutchings, at 53, won 
the amateur crown. 

Scott’s principal ally was a hard, 
fast fairway which gave plenty of 
roll to his tee shots and enabled 
him to offset the more slashing 
game of his rivals and capitalize 
on his steadiness around the greens. 
He got better as the week went 


he barely beat Dr. William Twed- 
dell, 1 up, and enjoying his biggest 
margins of victory over Dunlap and 
Bourn, 

Among the first to congratulate 


amateur title eight times and re- 
minded today’s winner he still had 
“plenty of time” to equal that rec- 
ord. Ball and Harold Hilton, an- 
other famous ex-champion, were 
missing from the field for the first 
time since they rose to fame on 
— Royal Liverpool links of Hoy- 
e. 

Scott was never headed in to- 
day’s final, followed by 5000 spec- 
tators, after winning the first hole 
from Bourn. The new champion 
was 5 up at the end of the morn- 
ing round, due to his superior iron 
play and greater steadiness on the 
greens. Bourn rallied in the after- 
noon and it was a see-saw affair 
most of the time, but-he was never 
better than 3 down and lost his 
best chances to make the finish 
closer by mistakes on the 28th and 
30th holes. Bourn missed easy 
shots on these two holes, Scott went 
5 up again and lost only one more 
hole before settling the contest on 
the 33rd green.

Small home owners desiring re- 
lief from the Home Owners’ Loan 
Corporation will be obliged to mark 
time until managers of the corpor- 
ation in each state are appointed 
by the Federal Home Loan Bank 
Board at Washington, James L. 


Federal Home Loan Bank Board, 
said yesterday. 

William F. Stevenson, chairman 
of the Federal Home Loan Bank 
Board at Washington, announced 
that it was hoped that the machin- 
ery of the Home Owners’ Loan Cor- 
poration would be set up within 30 
days. 

McQuie explained that the Home 
Owners’ Loan Corporation, spon- 
sored by President Roosevelt to 
provide emergency relief to home 
mortgage indebtedness, is author- 
ized to issue $2,000,000,000 in bonds 
[to obtain funds to carry out the 
purposes of the law. The bonds, ma-~- 
turing in not tnore than 18 years 
and bearing interest of not more 
than 4 per cent, will be secured by 
mortgages taken by the Home Own- 
ers’ Loan Corporation. The Govern- 
ment will guarantee the interest, 
though not the principal, of these 
bonds. 

A home owner desiring to secure 
a loan, McQuie said, will apply to 
his State branch of the corpora- 
tion.. If his application is ap- 
proved, the prospective borrower 
must secure the consent of the 


lholder of his mortgage to accept 


the Government-backed bonds of 
the Home Owners’ Loan Corpora- 
tion in exchange for his lien. In 
connection with such exchanges, 
the corporation is authorized to ad- 
vance cash to pay taxes and assess- 
ments on the real estate, to pro- 
vide for necessary maintenance and 
repairs and to’ meet the incidental 
expenses of the transaction. 

The face value of these bonds 
shall not exceed $14,000, or 80 per 
cent of the appraised value of the 
real estate. The home owner whose 
mortgage has been refinanced by 
the corporation will pay off the 
5 per cent interest and the prin- 
cipal in monthly payments within 
15 years. However, payments may 
be made quarterly, semi-annually 
or annually, at the discretion of the 
corporation. 

-Loans will be made only on real 
estate on which is located a dwell- 
ing for not more than four fam- 
ilies, used by the owner as a home 
or held by him as a homestead, and 
valued at not more than $20,000. 

The Home Owners’ Loan Cor- 
poration will be managed and con- 
trolled entirely by the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board. Though 
‘administered by that board, it will 
have no connection with the Fed- 
eral Home Loan banks. 

The Home Owners’ Loan Act re- 
peals the section of the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Act which pro- 
vided for direct loans to home 
owners. According to McQuie, this 
makes the Federal Home Loan

New Economic Form. 

In the United States the acquisitive human 
being was left entirely alone to develop the 
fatal and destructive greed of an Insull. In 
Russia at the outset there was imposed upon 
the human being an arbitrary system in which 
the diverse needs and desires of indi- 
viduals seem to have been ignored. Here in 
Scandinavia it has been recognized that man 
is both a social being, living in a community, 
and an individual.

Co-Operative’s Work. 

Through large co-operative organizations 
the citizens themselves have taken over im- 
portant economic functions as follows: 

Co-operative societies own and. operate 
an estimated 10 per cent of all industries; 
for. the most part manufacture for domes- 
tic consumption. 

The co-operatives have between one- 
third and one-half of the wholesale and 
retail trade of the: nation in food; shoes, 
clothes and certain other commodities, 

Co-operative societies, together with the 
cities themselves, have built and sold, on 
a co-operative basis, between one-fourth 
and; one-third of the housing in the two 
principal cities. 

Co-operatives control an estimated 40 
per cent of agricultural marketing. 

This is to list only the chief points. In 
many other ways both the state and the co- 
operative movement have entered the do- 
main of private business. There is now a 
project under way for a unified system of 
state theaters in Stockholm and in the prov- 
inces, a project both cultural and economic 
in nature. The state controls and operates 
two different types of lotteries. The chief

ance. In diverse ways significant economic 
‘changes slowly come about. 


Dependent on Exports. 

Probably the chief theorist of the Social-

It was from this sublime height that we were 
plunged by the depréssion into the slough of despond. 
There were no precedents in history to indicate the 
way out. The enormous complication of modern life 
and the innumerable wheels within wheels fashioned 
by our mechanistic civilization propounded problems 
beyond our comprehension. It was as difficult to say 
what the causes of the depression were as it was to 
designate the cures. Great students of political econ- 
omy threw up their hands. Montagu Norman, head 
of the Bank of Mngland, said the problem was too 
great for him. Asked how long the depression would 
last, John Maynard Keynes begged for time. Devis- 
ing his own list of causes, Prof. F. W. Taussig of 
Harvard confessed that perhaps no colleague agreed 
with him. 

It was this stupendous riddle to which the Roose 
velt administration essayed the difficult role of Oedi- 
pus. It has now been in control of the Government 
for approximately four months. It possibly has made 
some mistakes, but the country does applaud it for 
having had the great virtue of action. The adminis 
tration moved when the country could no longer 
stand still. It followed the advice of Mr. Keynes by 
setting out at once to cheapen money upon the one 
hand and institute upon the other a vast system of 
public works. It also accepted the suggestion of the 
economists who insisted that industry would have to 


the country would have been better off had it let 


the depression cure itself than it possibly can be with 
sO many emergency remedies, some of them of doubt- 
ful constitutionality, Many of them without prece- 
dent. They assert that democracy in the United 
States, like democracy in Rome, is passing into the 
hands of dictators. 

Is this really giving the New Deal a Square Deal? 
The people who have been running the United States 
controlled the Government throughout the post-war 
period. They ‘had three successive Presidents. They 
controlled Congress. They were in command wherever 
power was exerted. They had their chance to do-with 
the United States what they would, and when they 
went out of power, the plight of the country was 
such that it was unnecessary to debate it. They lost 
control of the Government -by default. 

The people who are running the Government now 
are for the most part the critics of the prior order. 
Do they understand political economy better than 
their predecessors? We do not know. We hope they 
do. If they were right in their objections to the poll- 
tics of their predecessors, they have an opportunity 
to prove it. Meanwhile, it would be in our judgment 
the part of good sportsmanship for our Republican 
brethren to give the New Deal a Square Deal. |

White stone walls are specified 
by the architects, Klipstein & Rath- 
mann of St. Louis. The 
will be three stories high, with or- 
namentation outside in carved 
stone, bronze, aluminum, marble 
and granite. The princi entrance 
will be on the Market’ street side, 
where the chief feature of the 
facade will be a colonnade of 20 
columns. 

Construction to Start This Year. 

Construction is to be started this 
year. Federal officials intend to 
call for bids about Aug. 1. The 
public works bill, which became ef- 
fective June 16, authorized the $4- 


@ 275,000 expenditure for building and 
~ equipment and the Government an- 


nounced the same day that this 
would be one of its first undertak- 
ings. The Government owns the 
large site. 

The new structure will replace 
the present Postoffice, opened in 
1912, which will be torn down to 
make room for part of the new 
building after enough of the new 
one is finished to permit transfer 
of activities. The site is bounded 
by Eighteenth, Market and Seven- 
teenth streets and Clark avenue. 

There will be space for stone ter- 
races and steps, lawns and shrub- 
bery to make the new building at- 
tractive, as it will stand 60 feet 
back of Market and shorter dis- 
tances back of Eighteenth and Sev- 
enteenth. Due to the southward 
slope of the site, most of which has 


wbeen cleared, the Clark side of the 


building will be somewhat lower 
than the northern portion. 
Broad Streets All Around It. 

The Postoffice will be surround- 
ed by broad streets. Market is 100 
feet wide and Clark 80 feet. Eight- 
eenth is to be made 80 feet wide, 
between Chestnut street and Clark, 
end Seventeenth is to be made 80 
feet wide, between Market and 
Clark. Seventeenth formerly was 
Moore street, a narrow lane a short 
distance east of the old Seven- 
teenth. The city will abandon the 
old Seventeenth, between Market 
and Clark, and Walnut street, be- 
tween Eighteenth and old Seven- 
teenth. The present Postoffice oc- 
cupies the block bounded by Wal- 
nut, Eighteenth, old Seventeenth 
and Clark. , 

While the site fronts 404 feet on 
Market and has a depth of 752 feet, 
the building will front 323 feet on 
Market and extend south 480 feet.

There has been 
general agitation for this since 1923 
on the part of Postoffice and civic 
interests, due to the growth of 
postal business here. The advent 
of parcel post made the old build- 
ing unsuitable. Until a few months 
ago the plan for new construction 
was understood to be a compre- 
hensive addition to the present 
building. ;

-A Washington dispatch, published 
Wednesday, related that a reporter 
told Gen. Hugh 8S. Johnson that, he 
“had a telegram from President 
Lund of the National Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, in which he states 
that you told him you will not coun- 
tenance unionization of labor in 
any place where it is not organ- 
4zed.” 

“Mr. Lund is mistaken,” replied 
the administrator of the industrial 
control act, who was holding his 
first press conference. 

Robert E. Lund of St. Louis, 
president of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers, immediately 
notified the Post-Dispatch that he 
had not sent such a telegram to 
anyone. Inquiry at Washington 
disclosed the telegram mentioned 
to Gen. Johnson was sent to “La- 
bor,” a Washington railroad pub- 
lication, by a St. Louis correspond- 
ent who wired that Lund had is- 
sued such a statement in St. Louis. 

Lund said he did not know the 
correspondent and had held no con- 
versation with him. Addressing the 
| Industrial Recovery Conference 
Committee of the Associated Indus- 
tries of Missouri June 16 at Hotel 
Statler,.Lund said: “The efforts of 
labor organizers to extend their 
organizations will receive no en- 
couragement from the administra- 
tor.”

Now he has moved to a five-room 
cottage in a working-class suburb 
of Stockholm. He sits in his of- 
fice, furnished in the clean, digni- 
fied style of modern Sweden,, and 
‘talks with an occasional gleam of 
humor illuminating his face. 
y .“We have been occupied with spe- 
ciffe problems, both in and out of 
office.. We have scarcely developed 
an ideology. As you know, perhaps, 
our professed aim, the motto of our 
party, is a simple one. It is ‘Com- 
fort in the home for all classes.’ It 
has been true, and it is still true, 
that the wage standard in Sweden 
has been higher than in any other 
country in Europe, and likewise the 
living standard has been higher. 
I should even venture the opinion 
that our living standard, the aver- 
age living standard, is now higher 
than in the United States. Our 
standard of wages has been very lit- 
tle affected by the depression. 

“But we are faced with a serious 
problem of unemployment and we 
have even less time than before for 
theory. We propose to solve that 
problem by a plan which is rela- 
tively more drastic than any gov- 
ernment has yet undertaken. This 
is a year’s program. | 

“In Our Own Way.” 

“If the situation is not improved 
at the end of a year, then we shall 
have to consider more radical steps.- 
It is obvious that if capitalism fails 
now completely, we shall have to 
take over industry at one stroke. 
It, will not be to our advantage to’ 
take over industry in a failing 
condition. We have had during the 
present crisis to take over indus- 
tries, railway lines and banking in- 
terests that have been failing. And 
we have regretted that this has 
been necessary. It would be far 
more desirable to advance by slow 
steps to the all but complete abro- 
gation of the function of the cap- 
italist. We can’t control here in 
Sweden the direction of the world, 
and so we must be prepared for 
what may come.

Got Forests in 1752. 

But it is the develppment up to 
the present that is of interest here. 
State ownership is deeply rooted 
in the Swedish past. It was in 
1752, when for the convenience of 
small landholders a general survey 
and re-ajllotment of the land was 
begun, that the State acquired the 
bulk of the 10,793,900 acres of for- 
est that it now owns. (The total 
land area of Sweden is 102,000,000 
acres.) In addition the state ad- 
ministers 741,000 acres belonging to 
the state church, and 1,976,000 
acres belong to the municipalities. 
Of the balance of the forest area— 
and more than half of Sweden is 
covered by, forest—farmers’ forests 
constitute the greater part. Private 
companies, engaged in lumbering 
and the wood pulp industry own 
15,511,600 acres. Legislation for- 
bids these private companies to in- 
crease their holdings through pur- 
chase from other classes of owners. 

In contrast the state is constant- 
ly increasing its holdings, particu- 
larly in the south, where the most 
profitable forest areas are located. 
The primary aim has been to se 
cure tracts large enough to form 
independent units for forestry. 
Small wooded estates have been 
aequired only when they have ad- 
joined other state forest lands. 
These have been made 
for the most part with funds from 
the sale of small farms that have 
belonged to the state. Much of the 
state’s forest area is in the North, 
situated in the interior and in the 
higher mountain areas where it is 
of slight value at present. 

in Lumber. 

In the lumber business the state 
competes on equal terms with pri- 
vate companies. On the amount of 
its gross income the state pays local 
taxes to the various provinces in 
which the forests are sitdated, as 
well as the general tax to the cen- 
tral government.. Together, these 
améunt to about 10-per cent of the 
gross income. In 1926 the state for- 
ests yielded a profit of $3,024,000 
and in 1928 a profit of $4,320,000... 


As the state administers its own 
forests to secure a continuous yield 


| 


Although the state is in the tim- 
ber business in competition with 
private companies, it has not en- 
tered into: direct competition with 
private mining corporations, despite 
the fact that it owns the mining 
rights to the largest iron ore de- 
posits in the country. The state 
has chosen to set up instead a curi- 
ous economic structure that, over 
a period of years, worked very well. 
This will be found typical through- 
out: When it is advisable or nec- 
essary; the Government does not 
hesitate to enter into business un- 
dertakings; but whert, for one rea- 
son or another, it is thought un- 
wise to put the state into business, 
there has been worked out a 
scheme whereby private nitiative 
functions on a basis of limited re- 
ward to serve the state. This work- 
ing combination of elements, bor- 
rowed from various economic sys- 
tems, is one of Sweden’s contribu- 
tions. It is the system used, with 


some variations, in the several state, 


monopolies to be discussed in the 
second article of this series. 


The reason Sweden did not enter 
mining operation was explained to 
this writer as follows: The adminis- 
tration of the state forest areas is 
carried out by relatively few em- 
ployes, trained men on a civil ser- 
vice basis. In contrast, operation of 
the great iron mines owned by the 
state in northern Sweden requires 
a large number of employes, a ma- 
jority on the basis of common labor, 
many of. them technical experts 
commanding high salaries. The | 

t was that if the state un- 
dertook this process, these employes 
would all be on civil service; there 
would be a greater possibility for 
bureaucratic corruption and laxity, 
with resulting inefficiency in opera- 
tion. 

Therefore the state delegated the - 
operation of its mines to a private 
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company. When the arrangement); 


was worked out with the Granges- 
berg-Oxelosund Co., 
50 per cent of the shares. The com- 
pany took a long-term lease, speci- 
fying dn. annual royalty, on the 
state’s mines at Kirunavaara and 
Gellivara, in the extreme north of 
Sweden. Up until the time when 
the exports of iron ore shrank to 
nothing, toward.the end of 1930, 
this arrangement worked out very 
well. 
'- Three Sources of Profit. 

The state derived profit from 
three sources. First came the an- 
nual percentage royalty from the 
contract with the company. Next 
came the profit from the shares in 
the company which the state owned 
—that is 50 per cent of the total 
profits of the company. And lastly 
the state earned a profit by hauling 
the ore over the state railway line 
from the mines to the two ports,

So McLeod 
in jail here awaiting transfer to the Fed- 
‘ral prison and when he is through there 
re must be shipped back to Scotland as an 
ndesirable alien. Meanwhile, his wife and 
-year-old son will have to depend on them- 
elves and on charity, as they are already

Admitted, they asked to be taken to 
Mrs. McLeod's housekeeping room. Mc- 
Leod, a minute later, was again: in the 
hands of the law. 

He gave up without a struggle. His 
wife had left the house a few minutes be- 
{gre for market. The boy, however, re- 
fused to leave his father and tagged along 
with him to the Federal building, crying. 
And when McLeod was placed behind the 
bars of the temporary cell in the postoffice 
building, it was necessary for a Government 
stenographer to take him home. 

“It's not true that I slugged that deputy 
marshal," said McLeod after his arrest. “I 
just ran away from him and jumped into a 
taxi. But I swear I didn't strike him.” 

McLeod told of his wanderings and of 
his narrow escapes from capture. He work- 
ed his way’ to Hollywood, after breaking 
away from the officer, and got a job in a 
movie studio. He took the name of Louis 
Albers. 

From there he went to San Diego, 
but when he saw a deputy marshal eyeing 
him suspiciously, he hurried north to Comp- 
ton, near Los Angeles. 

There, in his quest for work, misfortune 
again overtook him. Three days after his 
arrival there came an earthquake and he 
was felled by falling bricks. His legs and 
arms were severely cut, but he feared going 
to a hospital for treatment lest he be recog- 
nized and arrested. 

From Compton he wandered north, fin- 
ally returning to San Francisco. He tele- 
phoned his wife, telling her he was in hid- 
ing. His heart was filled with an eager- 
ness to see his wife and boy. Better judg- 
ment told him to stay away. 

He decided to try a daring experiment

But for one Lyda Roberti, there were 
1000 other Russian girls, equally hun- 
gry and destitute, but without Lyda’s 
abilities. These girls could not sing 
or act or dance on their toes. 

It seemed, at first, as though they 
must starve—until someone discov- 
ered that there were a lot of lonely 
bachelors in Shanghai who would 
ruther dance with an ordinary girl 
than watch the most graceful of Pav- 
lovas dance by herself. 


swered this need and, overnight, 
a flock of Siberian peasant girls 
were transformed into taxi dancers. 
For several years they held a mo- 
nopoly in the dance halls in all the big 
cities of China. They collected enough 
dance tickets not only to support 
themselves, but also to educate their 
younger sisters so that, when the time 
came for these girls to earn their own 
livings, they became stenographers in- 
stead of taxi-dancers.

The older girls married the men: 


they met in the dance halls, and there 
was no one to take their places, 

Simultaneously, however, a new 
generation of Chinese girls had grown 
up and, for the first time in history, 
these girls did not have bound feet. 
Moreover, they had been watching 
dance scenes in the movies and, in the 
cloistered courtyards of their own 
homes, they had practiced dance steps 
to the tunes of imported phonographs. 

Some daring innovator engaged a 
group of these new-fashioned Chinese 
girla to succeed the Russians, and 
their success was instantaneous. 

While the Chinese taxi-dancer was 
being evolved thus in Shanghai, a new 
type of dancing girl also was appear- 
ing in Japan. 

The inspiration there came not from 
Russian exiles but from the Japanese 
cafe owners themselves. One astute 
restaurant owner figured out that if 
he hired waitresses instead of waiters, 
he not only cauld pay them less wages, 
but that the pretty novelty might even 
attract more customers. 

It soon was evident that there was 
a greater demand in Japan for wait- 
resses than for food and drink. Hun- 
dreds of tiny cafes opened in every 
town in Japan. Their food was negli- 
gible and their drinks were poor and

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An attempt was made also to close 
the cafes, but the restaurant owners 
and the waitresses co-operated in a 
counter-attack. The cafe managers 
challenged the geisha guild to prove 
that their establishments were improp- 
er, and the 30,000 waitresses organ- 
ized an association of their own to 
refute the charge that they were im- 
moral. 

The battle in Osaka was watched 
with great interest by the geisha 
guilds elsewhere throughout Japan 
and, as it appeared that the waitresses 
had come to stay and that there was 
a public demand for the dance halis as 
well, the Tokio geisha announced that 
they were adding the rumba, the sax- 
ophone and the tap-dance to their tra- 
ditional repertoire. 

Today most of the larger geisha 
houses in Japan have installed pol- 
ished dance floors and a phonograph, 
and a few even have orchestras in 
their fight for patronage. 

The sing-song girls of China, who, 
like the Japanese geisha, are artificial 
products of long years of training, find 
today that their popularity also is fast 
waning. 


In such southern cities as Canton, 


where the hot climate tends to dis- 
suade patrons from desiring to dance 
themselves, the sing-song girls still 
are in demand as entertainers on the 


flower boats. These gaily decorated 


barges float about the river every 
night with cargoes of sing-song girls 
who still maintain the customs of old 
China. 

But elsewhere, even within the 
ancient walled city of Peiping, the 
modern night club, with its array of 
dancing ‘“‘hostesses,”’ has left the sing- 
song girls forlorn. Even Chinese of-

in China have been forced to close. 

A recent petition sent to Nanking 
by the powerful Hopei provincial 
branch of the Kuomintang, ruling po- 
litical party in China, declared: ‘‘At 
the present time, when the country is 
beset with calamities, both natural 
and man-made, no CRinese should in- 
dulge in the licentious pleasures of 
dancing.’’ 

The order padlocking most of the 
dance halls in China followed soon 
after the patriotic appeal was broad- 
cast. 


N JAPAN the classic drama has so 
| ewinatea in appeal that even the 
great Imperial Theater of Tokio, 

dedicated to such plays, has been turned 
into a home for the talkies and musical 
shows.. The company which puts 
on these performances consists entire- 
ly of girls who are trained, not in the 
stiff dances of the geisha, but in high- 
kicking steps copied from Broadway. 

A similar all-girl opera troupe owns 
its own big theater near Osaka, where, 
with a change of program every 
month, modern song and dance acts 
are performed the year around to a 
packed house. 

Well-to-do Chinese girls have be- 
come as enthusiastic about dancing as 
their brothers. Many of them secret- 
ly visit the cabarets of Hankow and 
Shangha! to take dancing lessons from 
paid partners. This situation, as well 
as the grave military crisis in China, 
has been responsible for the ill-repute 
of dance halis in China.

Admiralty was, however, perfectly 
aware that the existence of his 
squadron constituted a menace to Al- 
lied shipping, and it proceeded with 
stern logic to encompass Spee’s de- 
struction.

This could only be done secretly, 
for if the German Naval Staff got 
wind of the fact that two powerful 
British battle cruisers were steering 
for the Atlantic, it was bound to re- 
alize that their Objective was Spee’s 
squadron, and this had to be avoided 
at all costs. 

Due weight was given to the fact 
that the German Navy must be fully

REMBRANDT PRINTS 


“Three Crosses,” dated 1653, shown here in a bDril- 
liant impression from the Clopton Collection. 
mysterious lighting and swift, dramatic line, unite in 
an effect of remarkable imaginative power. 

The exhibit also includey three of Rembrandt’s 
etchings of landscape and the portraits of ‘Jan Lut- 
ma,” elderly goldsmith, anq ‘‘Clement de Jonghe” 
celebrated print dealer, which has been called ‘a per- 
fect piece of portraiture, consummate in all the quali- 


ties of etching.” 


HE Gallery of Rembrandt Prints is the twenty- 
sizth in a serice of exhibits being featured 
weekly at the City Art Museum in Forest Park. 
Each display in this “Gallery of the Week" 
presentation wil! be reproduced in_ the 
Post-Dispatch Sunday Mugazine, with an accompanying 
description of the exhibit by museum authorities. 


This gallery co tains 20 of Rembrandt’s etchings, 
of which five are lent, from the Malvern B. Clopton 


collection, by Washington University. These prints 
illustrate the evolution of the artist’s style, from the 
open-line work of his youthful period to the dramatic 
light and shade attained through the use of dry-point 
before the close of his career. 


They show, also, his broad and sympathetic ob- 
servation and his astonishing ability to impart a mag- 
nificent spiritual beauty to commonplace and even 
trivial subjects. 


The plate, ‘‘Rembrandt’s Mother Seated at a Table,” 
made in 1631, is a notable example of his early work, 
in which is reverently expressed the beauty and wis- 
dom of experienced age. Also belonging to the 
earlier period is a self portrait, ‘‘Rembrandt in Cap 
and Plume” (1636), a study in picturesque costume. 


In ‘“‘The Death of the Virgin,’’ dated 1639, we 
find the use of drypoint, that is, delicate 
lines scratched upon the bare copper plate, assum- 
ing importance in the development of the shad- 
Ows. 

As an expression of piety and the solemnity of 
death, this plate ranks as one of Rembrandt's great 
etchings. 


Perhaps the most popular of Rembrandt's etched 
work is the celebrated ‘Christ Healing the Sick,"’ 
often referred to as the ‘‘Hundred Gilder Print,’’ 
made about 1649. In it the artist’s powers of char- 
acterization and command of Hght and shade are 
united in a rich fullness of expression. No other work 
shows better the breadth of his human sympathy and 
understanding; for here is set forth the whole gamut 
of human emotions. 

Closely akin to it in feeling is the ‘Christ Preach-

The end came as Hall had 
designed. Admiral Sturdee ap- 
peared with the Invincible and 
the Inflexible, on December 7, 
at the rendezvous which had 
been “‘appointed’’ for the Ger- 
man Admiral; and the two 
forces came to grips but 12 
hours later. The death strug- 
gle of the German squadron 
against a superiour weight of 
guns lasted only a few hours, 
until about noon of December 
8, 1914.

“In our opinion,” the Kel- 
loge’s state, ‘this tehavior sug- 
gests that the chimpanzee can ap- 
preciate ‘good fun’ as well as the 
human infant, and that under 
proper conditions, it can express 
its appreciation in an analogous 
manner. If such observations have 
never been previously reported, it 
may well be that caged chimpan- 
zees, like caged men, are unfa- 
vorably situated for the production 
of spontaneous laughter. If this 
response, on the other hand, be- 
sides being partly reflex, is also 
modifiable through learning, it is 
possible that other observed speci- 
mens have never been afforded 
the same opportunitie: of devel- 
oping it which Gua possessed.”
